GRAND ARMY OF OHIO. 


TOI.KDO, O-, May IS.—Reports re- 


ceived here Thursday nig-ht from vari- 
ous points in Williams county . give 
meager details o£ a., cyclonic disturb- 
ance iu that part of northwesern Ohio 
late Thursday afternoon. The country 
between Kunkle and Jlontpclier, on 
the Detroit division of the Wabash 
railroad, seems to have suffered prin- 
cipally. 


The exact amount of the damage 


done can not be given accurately, but 
it is known that ten persons were 
hilled and at least ten were seriously 
injured. The dead, as far as can be 
learned, are:

Kdmund Schlesser, aged 64, hurled 


a<Titinst a tree and almost instantly 
killed. 


Rigby, an elderly woman, one 


limb torn off. 


Daniel Barrett, body badly crushed 


and arm torn off. 


Mrs. Daniel Barrett, horribly man- 


gled; died within two hours. 


Martha TJaso, instantly killed. 
Myrtle Daso, limbs broken and in- 


ternally injured: died at 10 p. m. 


George Oxinger, head crushed and 


body disemboweled. 


Three small children, names un- 


kuown, instantly killed. 


The injured are: 
David Longloy, scalp wound 
and 


fractured leg", will <Jie. 


Jason Miles, head crushed. 
Airs. H. B. Charles, injuries unknown. 
Charles Cole, internally injured; can't 


live more than a few hours.

Jennie Creek, badly bruised; will re- 


cover. 


Seven others; three of them womeu, 


more or less badly injured. 


The climax came with unexpected 


and awe-inspiring1 swiftness. Two dark 
clouds seemed to xmite in the west and 
then a wind, blowing at hurricane 
speed, swept down on the earth and 
drove terror into the hearts of .citizens. 


Many thought a day of judgment had 


come, and a story is told that one man 
who was hurt was buried in the debris 
of an outhouse while on his knees pray- 
ing. Giant trees snapped like alders in 
the grasp of the maddened elements, 
and were carried hundreds of feet from 
where they stood. 


Hoofs of houses and barns were lifted 


nb though they were so many shingles, 
and scattered over three townships. 


Kilmund Schlesser, the old man who 


was killed, was a farmer in fairly good 
circumstances He was on his. way 
from the field to his house when ho was 
overtaken by the storm. His body was 
frightfully bruised, and scarcely a bone 
was not broken. 


The property is vaguely estimated at 


between $25,000 and $40,000. It is be- 
lieved that at least half a dozen more 
fatalities will have been reported when 
the worst is known. 


The section devastated is about one-' 


quarter mile wide and six or seven 
miles in length. The funnel-shaped 
clouds traveled in an irregular south- 
easterly course. Barns, fences, trees 
and outbuildings of all kinds in the 
path of the storm were carried away 
and nothing was left to mark the spot 
where they stood, except huge holes in 
the ground. The greatest dam age was 
done about a mile from where the cy- 
clone rose and passed on east 


The building in ivhich Daniel I!ar- 


rctt, his wife and their two grand- 
daughters, Martha and Myrtle Daso, 
were killed, is so completely demolished 
that not a, portion of the foundation is 
left standing. The first remnants of 
the house are at least 100 yards from 
where it stood.

President JIcBride requested the opera- 
tors to retire. 


At !i:15 word was sent to the opera- 


tors that the. miners were ready to 
resume 
the 
conference. 
On reas- 


sembling President McBride read res- 
olutions 
to 
the 'effect that as a 


large proportion of the coal operators 
had ignored the hand of pence prof- 
fered them in the calling of the conven- 
tion, in their absence, any settlement 
based on compromise, would be utterly 
impracticable, and asking the co-opera- 
tion of those operators who had ap- 
peared in bringing peaceable pressure 
to bear upon the absent operators to 
agree to terms giving justice to the 
craftsmen. 
The conference then ad- 


journed. 


The operators held a long secret ses- 


sion Thursday night. 
While the re- 


sult of their deliberations would not 
be divulged, it is known that many of 
them are very loth to go home without 
accomplishing a settlement of 
the 


strike, and it is thought that an at- 
tempt will bo made Friday to secure 
another or at least to arrive at some 
understanding with the miners. The 
adjournment Thursday afternoon is re- 
garded by some as a large-sized bluff, 
to which color is given by the fact that 
both sides remain in tho city and are 
holding very animated secret meetings.

Second, there is the important matter 


of materials. Under tho Wilson .bill 
domestic goods would be produced at 
lower cost becauso'the loading raw ma- 
terials would bo free, and materials ad- 
vanced beyond the raw state would be 
subject to greatly reduced duties. Sen- 
atorial botchwork may require a modi- 
fication of this statement, 'but even in 
its present form the bill greatly favors 
manufacturers. This fact the tariff ben- 
eficiaries very carefully ignore. 
Sena- 


tor Smith, of New Jersey, recently 
said: "I have heard thai manufactur- 
ers aro very much .pleased with the 
Wilson bill.' Its passage will give thorn 
an opportunity to increase their profits 
15 to 20 per cent, by cutting down 
wages, and at the same time charge 
that it is made necessary by the tariff 
bill. They will not say that by the 
bill thay will save large percentages 
on the Cost of raw materials." And ho 
might have tuMccl advanced materials. • 
And so. the gifme is to cut wages upon 
a false pretense and pocket larger 
profits. 


"The tariff is all a matter of wngcs," 


say the philanthropists who spend time 
and money in Washington looking sifter 
the interests of their dear hired men 
and women. "If tho tariff goes down 
wages must go down in the same ratio." 


Very well, then if the tariff goes up 


wages must go up in the same ratio. 
This is a rule which must work both 
ways if the tariff is all a matter of 
wages. But how was it after the pas- 
sage of the McKinley hiw in 1800? 'The 
law advanced duties nearly all along 
the line. And yet wages did not go up. 
On the contrary, they went down in 
the protected industries very soon after 
the law went into effect. Take the 
woolen industry for instance. In 1890 
the duties on woolen manufactures 
averaged (19.OS per cent.; in tSfl3 they, 
averaged OS.05 per cunt. The Mclvin- 
ley law increased the average rate 20.47 
points, or42.U per cent. The factory 
operatives did not get the benefit of 
that. Their wages were lower after 
the passage of the Mclvinley law than 
they were before. In the carpet branch 
of tho woolen industry facts which have 
been published show a cut averaging 
more than 10 per cent 
And no doubt 


the cut was as great in other branches. 


And so it was in other industries. It 


is notorious that tho Mclvinley act, so 
far from advancing wages had no effect 
even to prevent a decline in the very 
industries which wore most favored by 
that act. And as the McKinley act did 
not raise wages, so the Wilson bill will 
not lower wages. 
Wages have been 


and no doubt will be reduced upon the 
false pretense that the Wilson bill 
makes a reduction necessary. 
But the 


falseness of the pretense will bo un- 
covered in good time, and then wages 
will go up again. Tlni manufacturer 
may not make quite so much, but with 
his materials wholly or partially un- 
taxcd he will nothave to close his mills 
and go to the poorhousc. 
ile will sur- 


vive and hisfcmployes will have more 
steady work and quite as good wages. 
—Chicago Herald.

EARLY MARRIAGES. 


Re»»on Why Such Are lo He Kecr«tt«4— 


Here nail In Kurnpo. 


Though ill this country early mar- 


riages are leas frequent than in Europe, 
because here the occupations of wom- 
en ure so numerous that 
nearly 


every young woman can maintain 
herself respectably by earning her 
own living, while in Europe tho 
same class 
find matrimony almost 


the 
only 
avenue 
through 
which 


they can escape from a dependent po- 
sition at homo, says'the Boston Her- 
ald. It is none the less Important to 
know that the marriages contracted 
before the parties have reached 20 are 
to be regretted.' The reasons are that 
the offspring of women who are j mar- 
ried before 18 inherit the imperfect 
physical development of their motliei-s 
and do not reach mature life ->vith 
strong constitutions. 
The healthiest 


offspring are born to mothers between 
20 and 30, who are united to husbands 
between 30 and 40, and it has been 
found in Europe, where early marriages 
are yery common, that the 
deaths 


of children from weak constitutions 
are twice as large among the children 
whose mothers were under 20 years of 
age as thej' were among- the children 
of mothers who were over 30. The 
difference between America and Eu- 
rope in this matter of early marriages 
is chiefly due to the way in which our 
girls are able to reach out to self-sup- 
port after they have attained a mar- 
riageable age. 


Dr. Cyrus Edson, in the North Amer- 


ican, gives important statistics to show 
that, although in this country the evil 
of early marriages is not so great as it 
might be, the number of brides under 
20 who were married in New York city 
in 1801 was 3,839; in 1892 it was 5,959. 
The number of grooms under 20 years 
of age in Xew York city for that year 
was 145. By far the greater number o£ 
brides are reported to have been 25 or 
26 when they were married, which is a 
healthy showing for an American city, 
and New York is probably a fair, 
evidence for the age of brides in other 
large towns and cities. In Hungary 
the girls become women at the age of 
13, and in that country 15 per cent of 
the marriages shows the brides to be 
under 20 years of age, and in England 
13 per cent, are under that age. In 
America girls are practically free.to 
marry when they please and the in- 
stinct of self-preservation has guarded 
them well.

When 
you look upon the wjraber of slow and 
uncertain horse-car lines and the ag- 
gravating speed of their cable cars, 
cays a writer in the Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch, you can well judge the tempera- 
ment of a people who will stand by 
and suffer such things. Philadelphians 
are perhaps the most peculiar, clan- 
nish, unchangeable people that exist 
in any city of the country. They pos- 
sess certain traits of character and 
ideas regarding sociology, which will 
probably be found still thriving aud 
strong by anyone going to Philadel- 
phia a hundred years hence. Tho ef- 
fect of the absurd idea that the eligi- 
bility to soar in the mystic circles of 
fashionable.

study, nor even tho chapel where he 
worships. When he walks abroad his 
path must be needfully cleared and 
protected, the walls and floors of his 
palaces must be searched before ho 
visits them, and his journeys by rail- 
way necessitate a minute inspection 
of the line, with often a cordon of sol- 
diers to keep it from point to point. 


Notwithstanding this constant evi- 


dence of personal peril the czar and his 
wife appear to enjoy themselves. 
The 


czarina is passionately fond of rmisic 
and dancing1,' n.nd the emperor often 
takes part as a cornet player at private 
theatrical entertainments. 
His impe- 


rial consort seems almost to enjoy the 
danger which she knows surrounds her 
and always accompanies her husband 
at military reviews or other public 
ceremonies. 
Her chief peculiarity is 


her intense jealousy rqgardinff her 
children. These are taught in turn by 
professors,^ a special study being- set 
apart for each day, and none of these 
instructors is allowed sufficient time to 
supplant the mother in the pupils' re- 
gard. The children are frank, kindly, 
simple-mannered and natural.
